Johnyy K. runs the neighborhood gas station. His 
neighbor, Jim S. operates the nearby roadside diner and 
quick lunch service. Jim also owns a small poultry 
farm and he sells fresh eggs. Art, a retired post of¬ 
fice official on pension, gets his gasoline from Johnny 
K. and buys fresh eggs from Jim. Jim also gets his 
gas at Johnny’s station, and Johnny drops in to Jim’s 
for a snack between service calls. 

Jim decided that he could get more money for 
less work by raising the price of a hamburger from 
15 to 25 cents and by charging more for his eggs. Jim 
thought the idea was a good one. With hamburgers at 
25 cents, he could close down early, and by charging 
higher prices for his eggs he could bring in more 
money that way. 

But Johnny K. isn’t going to grease more cars and 
run piore service calls in exchange for Jim’s higher- 
priced hamburger and eggs. He figures the ham¬ 
burgers and the eggs aren’t really worth more to him. 
So he just ups the price of gas and oil, and charges 
more for his service calls. Art, the retired postman, 
being on pension, figures Jim’s eggs are just too ex¬ 
pensive. So. Art stops going around to the diner, and 
Jim loses a good customer not only for fresh eggs, but 
also for the cup of coffee Art bought each time he 
called. 

Upshot of it all is that, apart from losing a good 
customer in Art, Jim is no better off than before. He’s 
just exchanging money with his neighbor Johnny K., 
and his other customers. 

If Jim had been smart he would have modernized 
his diner, installed cost-cutting equipment, and figur- 
out methods of getting his hens to lay more eggs. That 
way he’d have been abe to sell more hamburgers and 
more eggs at lower prices, and maybe instead of losing 
one good customer, he’d have acquired a couple of 
new ones. 

Getting more for less work can’t be done just by 
demanding higher wages. That sort of thing leads to 
what the economists call inflation. Nobody wins that 
way. That’s what Jim found out. 

The way to get more for less work is to figure 
out better ways of doing things, put a bit aside in 
savings, buy better equipment, and produce ham¬ 
burgers, or eggs, or whatever it may be, more cheaply 
and efficiently. —Printed Word

New Fire Bombing Method Tested in Canada 


Aerial Demonstration 
Featured at National 
Forest Fire Meet 

CHARLO, N.B.—A new aerial 
forest fire bombing technique, 
using a sodium calcium borate 
and water mixture, was demon¬ 
strated here for the first time in 
Canada as part of a two-day 
forest fire research conference 
sponsored by the Woodlands 
Section of the Canadian Pulp 
and Paper Association. The spec¬ 
tacular display was viewed by 
some 125 fire control experts 
from Canada and the United 
States. 

Two Stearman biplanes 
“bombed” the flames with 100 
gallon loads of the borate-water 
mixture, as they streaked about 
fifty feet over a specially built 
brush fire. Dropped as a blan¬ 
ket rather than a spray, the mix¬ 
ture coated the brush to retard 
burning. Thus, its principal use 
would be to control small fires 
and keep them from spreading. 

Great hopes are placed on the 
mixture as a lira reta r dant, ra¬ 
ther than as a fire extinguisher. 

When dropped around, or in ad¬ 
vance of a fire, it will effectively 
Insulate the brush and trees 
against the flames thereby “hold¬ 
ing” the blaze until ground crews 
can put the fire under control. 

Despite the chemical’s prom¬ 
ise, ground fire fighting with 
hand tools, bulldozers, and'“port¬ 
able pumping equipment will 
still be necessary In combatting 
forest fires, it was revealed. 

In addition to the borate de 
qjonstration, other forms of 
water-bombing from the sky 
were shown the delegates. The 
programme also featured exten¬ 
sive discussions on ail aspects of| 
forest fire suppression, particu 
larly the need for an expanded I 
research program. F. A. Harri 
son, general chairman of the 
meeting, and vice-president i/c 
woodlands, Canadian Interna¬ 
tional Paper Company, called on 
the delegates to suggest new 
avenues of research into fire 
suppression that Canadian agon 
cies could follow.

Crop Report 

We have been requested to- give 
crop and weather reports for our 
districts. For the benefit of former 
residents of the district who are 
now residing in the U.S. and other 
points, we will give a sumary of 
weather conditions since May. 
Frost which occured at the latter 
part of May made it necessary for 
many farmers who had early sown 
flax lo re-seed to barley. Gardens 
and some wheat fields too were 
frozen. 

Early in .Tunc farmers were busy 
again re-seeding fields that cut¬ 
worms had destroyed. On June 5, 
hail stones the size of marbles, ac 
companied by 60 mile-an-hour 
winds broke windows in several 
homes, tore . shingles off of the 
roofs of houses and buildings and 
upset a number of granaries. The 
old Grundy barn which has been 
a landmark— t o r m a ny yonr s wm 
lifted off of its foundation and 
completely destroyed. .Several hail¬ 
storms occured in June which re¬ 
tarded the growth of crops and 
gardens. On Sept. 3, another 
violent storm hit this area. Two 
inches of rain fell in a short period 
and three inches of small hail 
stones were reported on some 
fields causing 100% damage to 
standing fields of oats, 25% to 75% 
on parley and wheat. 

It has been a most unusual year. 
Intermittent showers and cool 
weather has delayed harvesting 
and very lit lie combining has been 
done.

A great many of the 
smaller sloughs around have dried 
up and this may be the reason for 
the unsuccessful shooting. 

Crop Report 

Intermittent rains of tjie past 
two weeks has soaked the crops 
nnd harvesting is at a standstill, 
although it is hoped that with dry 
weather for the next few days, 
harvesting can start again. 

A slight frost was experienced 
during the week but it is believed 
that no damage was done and 
I here was only slight damage re¬ 
sulting from the frost in July. 

About forty percent of the 
wheat crop has been swathed with 
none thrashed. No flax has -been 
thrashed. 

Oats and barley have fared 
rather well with 20 percent of the 
oat crop and 35 percent of the 
barley crop thrashed. There is a 
showing of below average yield, 
although a lot of barley has been 
graded for malting and some going 
feed grades. 

Sow Thistle Can 
Be Controlled 

Drought didn't have much if any 
effect on the well-rooted Sow 
Thistle, but cultivation and new 
herbicides can, maintains W. 
Lobay, supervisor of Soils and 
Weed Control, Alberta Department 
of Agriculture. Using these methods 
(his vellow-headed noxious per¬ 
ennial can bo effectively controlled 
and eliminated in n relatively 
short time, he says. 

It is important to check this 
weed’s progress since it crowds out 
other useful plants and robs them 
of needed moisture. In the earlier 
stages, Sow Thistle can be con¬ 
trolled with 2,4-D but in the seed 
stage it becomes rather difficult. 
Patches of this weed in advanced 
seed stages in cropland should bo 
mowed down now, raked and burnt 
lo prevent seed from scattering to 
new areas. In some Instances it 
may even* be necessary to mow 
down heavily Infested crops. 

After ^harvest, U land U to be 


summer fallowed, tillage practices 
to destroy top growth should be¬ 
gin and be continued throughout 
the next summer. On light textured 
soils where frequent tillage is not 
advisable, the initinl work on ful- 
low should be left until the thistle 
is in bud. 2,4-D at about one pound 
per aere applied about twp weeks 
before tilling would hasten eradi¬ 
cation. Thorough tillage from this 
time onward until freeze-up should 
be continued as necessary. 

On non-crop land, esters of 2,4-D 
in repeated dosages of about one 
pound per acre will do much to 
control, and in some instances 
eradicate, the thistle. Get after the 
Sow Thistle now, and prevent seeds 
from infesting your new land, ad¬ 
vises' Mr. Lobay. Be as persistant 
as the Sow Thistle and you’ll soon 
get rid of this field and moisture 
rubber.’
